WASHINGTON,!: D. C., Nov. 25.—At the 
Metropolitan M. FE, Church, where Presi- 
dent McKinley attended services to-day, the 
Rev. D. 8. Johnston read the Thanksgiving 
proclamation of the President, and said that 
in issuing it the President showed piety and 
wisdom which augured well for the nation. 
In the course of his sermon he used almost 
the identical words which gave Dr. Bur- 
chard such notoriey. He declared that the 
greatest danger to this Government was in 
-*“Rum, Socialism and Jesuitism.”’ 

{He spoke at some length against the dan- 
ger of a foreign church obtaining ascend- 
ency in the State and said that if Jesuitism 
ever prevails in this country the United 
States will become as Mexico, Italy and 
Spain. | 

“Prosperity is<here,”* said the minister, 
“The light of better days is shining on us, 
and though it will take time to recover 
from four years of distress, we are gaining. 
Times are hard, but not as hard as they 
have been, and people should thank God 
that it is no worse after the experiences of 
the past four years.”’ 

Dr. Johnston presented statistics to prove 
the assertion that prosperity had returned, 
referring to the large crops of wheat, cot- 
ton and other products. “The created values 
of this year in the United States were esti- 
mated at fourteen billions,” he said, and 
then dilated on the greatness of this nation 
and its mission on earth, 

He advocated giving the Catholics the 
Same civil rights that every man enjoyed. 
but that his church be warned to keep its 
hands off the state. In the course of his re- 
marks Dr. Johnston referred to Spain as 
“A burnt-out nation, the basest of king- 
doms.,”’ 

He referred to the danger of corrupt par- 
ties and instanced the victory of Tammany 
in New York,

Lee Pitts, a negro Pullman porter, ts a 
prisoner at the Four Courts on the charge 
of attempted robbery. 

A. R. Hill, a broker of Providence, R, I., 
alleges that Pitts tried to steal from his 
pocket an envelope containing $39,000 in cer. 
tified checks and $3,000 in cash. 

Broker Hill was a passenger on the R. 
& O. train which arrived in 8t. Louls from 
the East Thursday morning. As soon as 
the train reached Union Station he caused 
the arrest of Pitts. At the Four Courts 
Mr. Hill related th‘s story: 

“Just after the train passed Odin, Ml.,” 
said Mr. Hill, ‘the porter pulled the cur- 
tains aside and reached into my berth. He 
took $10 out of my trousers pocket and then 
thrust his hand into my inside coat pocket, 
where I had an envelope containing $42,000 
in cash and checks.

SNUBBED BY DR, NANSEN, 


The Distinguished Explorer Refuses to Attend a Com. 
plimentary Luncheon at Shaw’s 
Garden in His Honor, —

AN OFFENDED AUDIENCE MADE HIM FLINCH 


———— 


Hissed at His Lecture Last Night, He Was Resentful To-Day 
and Altogether Has Not Enjoyed His Visit to St. Louis. 


Last night at his lecture, Dr. Nansen 
made a slighting reference to newspapers. 
For this he was emphatically hissed by his 


audience. 
This morning he was resentful and mani- 


feasted this spirit in no uncertain manner, 


Dr. Nansen the arctic explorer, met with 
distinguished consideration Thursday morn- 
ing in the shape of a formal call upon him 
of about fifty prominent citizens—men of 
national as well as of State reputation—who, 
in accordance with an agreed programme, 
tendered him a carriage drive to Shaw's 
Garden, a luncheon there and a view of the 
famous place. 

To the astonishment of the citizens, Man- 
ager Hurd rather abruptly notified them, on 
behalf of the explorer, that Dr. Nansen had 
determined to decline the honor. The rea- 
son assigned was the inclemency of the 
weather, rain being threatened. 

When the citizens first assembled in the 
parlors of the Planters’ Hotel they were 
met by Manager Hurd, who charged at 
once that the free reception of Dr. Nansen 
at the High School Thursday afternoon 
had detracted from the attendance upon 
the doctor’s lecture Wednesday night, and 
he showed a disposition to resent the offer- 


ing of any further honors. 

Prof. C. M. Weodward, as spokesman of 
the party, said there would be eat dis- 
appointment if Dr. Nansen shouid persist 
in his refusal of an attention which had 
been arranged with the free knowledge of 
the doctor and his manager. So far as he 
was concerned, he did not think the High 
Se reception had been unduly adver- 

sed. 

Prof. Bryan, Superintendent of the High 
School, told Manager Hurd that for weeks 
a daily, announcement of the lecture had 
been made In the presence of his 1,600 
pupils, who had worked throughout the 
city to make the affair a success. In addi- 
tion all the public schools, with their thou- 
sande of pupils, had been notified on sev- 
eral occasions of the time and place of the 
lecture. ‘There would, he said, be wide- 
spread disappointment if the reception at 
the High School were dispensed with. 

ety Soldan, speaking privately, said he 
would not urge the reception upon Dr. 
Nansen. He could do as he pleased about 


it. 

Prof. Woodward and Manager Hurd held 
a private conference of some length, at the 
termination of which the manager passed 
upstairs to Dr. Nansen*s rooms, 

Prof. Woodward then acdressed the com. 
mittee. 

“Gentlemen,” he said, ‘‘we are confronted 
with a delicate situation. Dr. Nansen’s man- 
ager says the doctor will attend the re- 
ception at the Academy of Science to- 
night, but he will not attend both the lunch- 
eon at Shaw's Garden and the reception at 
the High School., Prof. Trelease has gone 
to considerable trbuble and expense to per- 
fect the Shaw’s Garden end of our pro- 
gramme, and carriages are in waiting. On 
the other hand, how can we disappo!nt the 
2,000 or 3,000 who will throng the High 
School this afternoon, in“anticipation of a 
visit from Dr. Nansen? 

“TIT have refused personally to take the 
reeponsibility of yan age the question. It 
seems to me the only thing left for us to 
do is to take a vote.”’ 

“Why should the responsibility be as- 
sumed by this committee?’’ asked Prof. 
Soldan. “I deem it hardly the right thing 
for us to say whether Dr. Nanegen shal! dis- 
appoint Prof. Trelease or the High School.” 

‘What do you want then?” said Prof. 
Woodward. ‘“‘Want me to assume the re- 
sponsibility? No, sir—no, sir.” 

“No,” replied Prof Soldan. ‘Let the visit 
to Shaw's Garden be omitted upon the de- 
clination of Dr. Nansen.”’ 

This met with approval and no vote was 
taken. 

Manager Hurd returned by this time and 
notified the citizens that Dr. Nansen- had 
consented to shake hands with his callers 
and if they would walk upstairs to- his 
rooms, that courtesy would be extended. 

There was no response, but finally Prof. 
Woodward turned and said: “Come on, 
gentlemen.” And the committee fell in line 
and walked upstairs. 

Enthusiasm and admiration had been rap- 
idly oozing from the callers and as they 
toiled up the stairs it disappeared entirely. 
Among those who were presented to Dr. 
Nansen were: 

Mayor Henry L. Ziegenhein, ex-Secretary 
of the Interior John . Noble, ex-Becre- 
tary of the Interior David R. Francis, 
United States Circuit Judge Amos M. Thay- 
er, Col, Nathan Cole, Judge Kle'n, Prof.

Emil Preetorius, Frederick L. Judson, Paul 
F. Coste, President of the School Board, 
and a host of others of equal reputation 
and standing 

Early tn the action Mayor Ziegenhein re- 
tired ‘nto the background. From first to 
last, when he learned of the affront that 
was about to be put upon the committee, 
he closed his mouth and, moving to the 
outer edge of the circle, refrained from 
further action. He — quietly with 
Nathan Cole and Dr. reetorius and fol- 
lowed his colleagues upstairs. He looked 
and probably felt as though he had been 
caught on a fool's errand and his honor is 
not accustomed to errands of that kind. 

But the committee called on Dr. Nansen, 
and was presented by name by Prof. Wood- 
ward. hey appeared ill at ease. They 
stood in corners and pulled at their mus- 
taches. as though undecided what should be 
done next It was manifest they felt the 
incongruity of the situation. 

Prof. Woodward came again to the front, 
in the presence of Dr. Nansen, and said: 

‘Having been disappointed in the doctor's 
refusal to accompany us to Shaw's Garden, 
it has been proposed that we make the trip 
ourselves, requesting Manager Hurd and Dr. 
Nansen's friends to accompany us.”

Dr. Fridtjof Nansen’s lecture was marred 
by an incident unpleasant to him and un- 
eo to an audience of 2,500 persons. 

e had been describing the polar winter 
and on a@ great screen were projected pho- 
tographs, lime-lighted, to show the gradual 
approach of darkness, which is six months 
long. He presented the bad side of the 
Olar night first and then enumerated what 

considered its advantages. 

“We were far away from the worries of 
civilization,” he said, “away from bores, 
over heated Pullman cars, street noises 
away from newspapers,’ and he paused 
for this climax, “away from reporters.” 
There was a giggle of applause which was 
awept under and stilled by a storm of hisses 
from every part of the house. The lecturer 
flinched as if qa stone nad been flung at 
him. Then he went on with the dry nar- 
rative, his voice a bit sharper and his pro- 
nunciation of English words more Scandl- 
navian than before. 

The audience failed to understand what 
@ppeared to be faking in the illustrations 
of the lecture. Nansen did not explain how 
it happened that the cameras which he car- 
ried into the far North were always fo- 
cused on scenes of danger. There were 
severa] pictures that seemed altogether ur- 
accountable. Nansen told this story as 
one picture was shown:

the ice reaching down to the deck of the 
kyack, but nowhere, either on the screen 
or in the lecturer’s words was there expla- 
nation as to who took the picture. he 
man must have been phenomenally cool 
who could have taken that photograph; he 
must have been phenomenally heartiess 
who could hava seen a friend beneath the 
paws of a ferocious beast and have done 
no more than press a camera button; he 
must bave been cruel beyond the nature 
of a human being who, instead of flying 
to the rescue, could calmly focus a camera 
on the death scene of a fellow-exile on the 
ice. Yet Nansen did not tell his name. 


Dr. Fridtjof Nansen is not an orator. He 
is awkward on the platform; he does not 
know what to do with his hands; his volce 
is far from mellifiuous: his knowledge of 
English has been acquired from books, not 
from conversation, and he gives ¢ us 
twists to words, shaping them in Norw 
idioms. 

But he jis an enthusiast, has great force 
of character. 

The stereopticon views with which the 
story of that polar voyage was liilustrated— 
for it was a story. not a acientific discussion 
—were marvels of their kind. 

So well was the effect carried out that the 
triumph of mind over matter was notice- 
able, and fifteen minutes after Music Hall 
Was darkened and scenes of ice floes, ice 
cliffs and gorges, the ship hedged in by 
bergs and men tolling over, passed before 
the audience, many persons were observed 
to throw wraps over their shoulders. 

Dr. Nansen started with the Fram when 
she weighed anchor and told of the three 
years in the Polar Sea.

COUNSELOR MARSHALL SLOW. 


If He Delays Much Longer the Possi- 
bility of Preparing Municipal 
Light Plants Will Be Cut 
of. the Question. 


he Municipal Assembly is getting impa- 
tient to know what the Board of Public Im- 
provements is going to do about the new 
city lighting contract, and the Board of 
Public Improvements is equally impatient 
to know when City Counselor Marshal! is 
going to advise it what to do. 

Two months or more ago the Board of 
Public Improvements asked the Counselor 
for an opinion on its ordinance, which was 
declared faulty by the attorneys of the 
electric lighting company and also. the 
Laclede Gas Co. The companies know that 
the longer the actual letting is delayed the 


less chance the city will have to protect it- 
self by taking advantage of the secon 
proposition in the Board of Public Improve- 
ments’ specifications, which is to receive 
bids for the erection of either a gage or 
e‘ectrie plant, which, after a fixed term, ‘s 
to become the property of the city by pur- 
chase, the builders of the plants to furnish 
public lights in the meantime at a specified 
rate. 

It is calculated that it will take two 
years to equip such a plant, and if the 
letting is put off bidders on that proposition 
wil! be shut off. : 

The Board of Public Iniprovements has 
framed two ordinances and sets of specifi- 
cations for the lighting contract, The first 
offer for.bids, last April, was contemptu- 
ously ignored by the lighting companies. 
Then the board prepared a second ordinance, 
and gave notice of a public hearing on it in 
September. Attorneys for the Laclede Gas 
and Electric Lighting Co., the Edison, Citi- 
zens’ and Imperial were present, and um- 
dertook to tear the ordinance and specifica- 


was “so tllegal and unfair’’ that no con- 
tract under it would be valid, and they 
would have nothing whatever to do with it. 

Their main objections were to the articles 
which proposed to fix a value on the light- 
ing companies, to regulate charges and pro. 
vide at some future date for the city to gain 
possession of the plant that took the con- 
tract. Another serfous objection was a 
division of the contract into five, ten, fifteen 
and twenty years. None of them want it 
for a short term. 

The Board then referred the whole mat- 
ter to the City Counselor, along with the 
objections and flaws pointed out by the 
prospective bidders. Twice the City Council 
has made demand on the Board to learn 
the status of the matter and what was 
being done about it. Hach time the Board 
haz had to reply that it had turned the 
matter over to the City Counselor. and it 
was unablee to say when he would hand 
down an opinion on the ordinances, 

Officials realize that every day of delay 


is to the disadvantage of the city. It is 
certain that there will be at least four 
bidders for the contract, the Edison, the 


Imperial, the Citizens’ and the Laclede Gas 
and PBlectrie Light companies, The latter 
is the only company that is in position to 
bid on both propositions—gas or electric 
lamps—and it proposes to do so. 


FATHER TUOHY SAYS MASS.

Sghulte did not 
see him and pulled the trigg r. The bullet 
struck Barrett in the head just over the 
right eye. He dropped to the ground like 
a log agd remained motionless, with blood 
trickling from the wound in his forehead. 
When the boys saw their comrade fall they 
ran screaming to their homes, crying out: 
“Frank Barrett is killed.”’ 

Schulte lives at 1517 North Twenty-third 
street. 

The wounded boy was carried to his home,

RICHARD K. FOX’S ESCAPE. 


Judge Gerald Once Decided tc Go to 
Wew York and Kill Him fora 
Publication, but Was De- 
tained by Friends.

WACO, Tex., Nov. 25.—Richard K. Fox of 
Police Gazette fame, a patron of sports, is 
not aware, probably, how near he came to 
being the victim of a dead game sport from 
Texas, who had come to the conclusion that 
the aforesaid Fex had decorated this mun- 
dane sphere for too long a period. And the 
aforementioned sport was none other than 
the big, broad-shouldered, red-whiskered 
Colonel G. B. Gerald of Waco, who created 
a sensation of national scope the other day 
by creating two first-class funerals in the 
Harris family. 

Colonel Gerald had, 
ration, concluded to 
Srann-Bavlor controversy, 
vincing himself that Brann 
given a fair deal, from pure motives of 
chivalry, and with the directness of pur- 
¢ose which frequently marks the transac- 
tions of gentlemen in Texas, he demanded 
that the Harris brothers publish in their 
‘paper a certain communication, prepared by 
Colonel Gerald, which constituted in itself 
a strong and pithy defense of Brann, The 
brothers coolly declined to become a party 
to Gerald’s vindication of Brann, and, fur- 
thermore, refused to return U0 Colonel 
Gerald his manuscript. And therein their 
error was fatal, 

Colonel Gerald waited upon the Harris 
brothers to enforce a personal demand for 
the- publication of his communication or 
the return of the manuscript, and, failing in 
both, he declared war. Being unarmed and 
a man over 6 years old, the brothers were 
too much for him in the first encounter, 
and he was knécked out and down a flight 
of stairs. Although eager to continue the 
unequal contest, Colonel verald Was 
dragged away by friends, hostilities 
for the time being ceased. 

tut Colonel Gerald was not the man to 
forgive orcforget and through a friend he 
notified the Harris brothers that war would 
be resumed upon the first meeting. And 
when they met, although the Harris boys 
opened the ball, Colone! Gerald led the set 
by killing one brother and wounding the 
other so severely < that he died the next 
day. The Colonel himself was wounded, 
though not severely, and at the subsequent 
hearing he was acquitted, the evidence 
showing that the Harris brothers had be- 
gun hostilities by opening a criss-cross fire 

1 Gerald. 

Through this little interchange of pleas- 
antries. Col. Gerald gained a fame that 
would certainly have been his, had his 
friends not used a combined force to pre- 
vent him leaving Waco, two years ago. And 
thereby hangs the tale of the Fox-Gerald 
encounter which never material‘zed., 

About two years ago a trifling difference 
of opinion arose between certain’ lawyers 
practicing in the court over which Colonel, 
then Judge Gerald, presided. From acri- 
monious debate. they passed to bitter per- 
sonalities, thence chairs, hurled with much 
force and certainty, and finaily to = 

‘Mr. Sheriff, we must have order in the 
court-room.”’ roared Judge Gerald, as he 
pounded vigorously on his desk. 

But the Sheriff was unable to separate the 
combatnants or maintain order and the 
fight waxed more furious. 

Judge Gerald viewed the fray from his 
bench for a minute or two and then‘hauling 
out a pair of long forty-fives he leaped over 
his desk, exclaiming: 

-“T’ll take a hand in this myself, by—.”’ 

In less than two minutes he had cieared 
the court-room and restored order, for he 
Was known in that section of Texas asa 
man who never bluffed and who never is- 
sued the same command twice. 

Right there was where Richard K. Fox 
got into the game. With the assistance cof 
a Waco correspondent he produced a flaring 
Story of the affair in Judge Gerald's court, 
referring to Judge Gerald ‘tn a flaring head- 
line as the “Big Sandy on a Bluff.” 
To Judge Gerald a marked copy of the 
Police Gazette was shown, and when he 
had thoroughly digested it the Judge closed 
his office, packed his grip, including the 
two long forty-fives, and without appriesing 
any of his friends of his intentions, ‘he 
headed for the train. 

At the depot Judge Gerald met 
friend, who naturally wanted to 
where he Was. going. 

“To New York.” said Judge Gerald, ‘“‘to 
kill that man Fox." And he was very 
much in earnest. He felt himself deeply 
‘insulted by the story, which had referred 
to him in very uncomplimentary terms. and 
more particularly to the head-line, which 
carried the insinuation that he was a bluff- 
er. It wae his intention to £0 to Neve York, 
call at Fox's office, and there, after an- 
nouncing himself as the “Big Sandy ona 
Bluff,” to give Fox a chance to procure a 
Weapon and then kill him. 

That Gerald would have carried out his 
intention to the letter is not doubted for A 
moment by any man who knows Gerald. 
But his friend, after learning the object of 
Gerald's hasty departure, hurried up town, 
rallied a dozen Of the Colonel’s best friends 
and by main force they dragged him from 
the train and held him a prisoner until he 

romised to abandon the project to anni- 
iilate Fox. And the latter indiv'dual prob- 
ably owes hie present earthly existence to 
the fact that Judge Gerald communicated 
his intentions to a friend. For Judge Gerald 
is Known as a man who never failed to get 
any nan he went after.

WILD NDIAN' 
BLOODY WORK 


Committed Three Murders 
and Burned His House. 


WAS CRAZED WITH LIQUOR. 


HE KILLED HIS WIFE AND CHILD 
AND BEAT A WOULD-BE PRO- 
TECTOR TO DEATH. 


THEN TOOK TO THE WOODS. 


Pursued by Indian Police the Wild 
Man Showed Tight and Had to 
Be Wounded Before Sub- 
mitting to Capture. 


DULUTH, Minn., Nov. 25.~—Word has just 
reached here of a shocking Indian murder 
that took place on the Fond du Lac reser- 
vation, ferty miles north of here. A Chip- 


pewa half-breed, named John Anamasin, left 
the reservation several days ago and went 
to the town of Cloquet. Late Tuesday hi 
returned, crazed with liquor, and in a fit of 
drunken rage attacked his wife, who was 
about to give birth to a child. H@ dragged 
the woman from her bed and threw her on 
the floor, where he beat and kicked her into 
a state of unconsciousness. The brutal 
treatment caused premature labor, and while 
actually receiving the blows from her hus- 
band the woman gave birth to the child. 
About the time Anamasin had finished his 
work an Indian named Peterson happened 
to be passing the house, and hearing a noise 
broke into the room and attempted to pro- 
tect the prostrate woman. Anamasin seized 
a heavy club and turned his attention to 
Peterson, who made an effort to get out, but 
before he could do so, it is said, Anamasin 
knocked him down and literally pounded 
his head into a pulp. He then took the body 
and threw it into a creek near by and,return- 
ing to the house, saturated the floor of the 
room in which his wife and child lay, with 
kerosene and applied the match.

THIRD BRIDGE SEEMS ASSURED 


Government Surveyors Will Seck the 
Site Next Week. 


It is now practically assured that St. Louis 
will in the course of a short time have < 
third bridge. Plans and specifications for 
the new structure have been completed. 

In the charter granted by Congress it is 
stipulated that work must begin before 
March, 1898, It now seems certain that work 
will commence within the next thirty days. 
The only hindrance is the question of loca- 
tion. This will be determined next week 
when the Government engineers arrive here 
from Washington, D. C. 

The site generally favored by merchants 
for North St. Louis is Mullanphy street. 
This will bring it midway between Venice 
and Fast St. Lou's on the opposite side of 
the river. Mayor Stephens of East St. 
Louis, who has been active in forming the 
Kast St. Louis & St. Louis Bridge and Con- 
struction Co., will call a meeting of the 
board of directors in a few days. If the 
plans and specifications are approved con- 
tracts will be let at once. 

At the Mayor’s meeting a proposition will 
be considered to increase the capital stock 
from $100,000 to $1,000,000 or $2,000,000, The 
new bridge will be of steel construction and 
supported by six columns of solid granite. 
The general architecture will be similar to 
that of the Merchants’ Bridge. 

In addition to the railroad facilities there 
will be a path for wagons and pedestrians, 
The total cost is estimated at $2,000,000. 

The building of the bridge means two 
years’ work for several hundred men. It 
also means the salvation of the industrial 
and commercial establishments of North 
St.Louis from the extortionate switching 
and freight charges now exacted.

An old, half-drunken woman opened a 
rickety door on the O’Fallon street side of 
“The Rookery’ Thursday morping, and 
stumbled her way out to the rotten stone 
step. She had a greasy black shawl over 
her head and a broken hatchet in her right 
hand. 

The rain and wind beat her 
tattered garments and blew aside the shawl. 
She tried to hold herself together and in 
doing so dropped the hatchet. Making an 
effort to regain it she lost her balance and 
fell heavily against the lintel. 

The old woman swore roundly. Slowly 
regaining her hatchet and her equilibrium 
ehe closed the door behind her, and clumsily 
drove a nail into the hasp. t was Mother 
Halligan’s farewell to the rookery. 

She had lived there many years and had 
been at times its presiding genius.

Twenty-five years ago the Rookery fell 
intq tenantry by thieves and frail women, 
and from that day has been known by {fie 
lice as “‘Robbbers’ Roost.’ Not a thief 
n the city, big or LUttle, but at some time 
Bought shelter in the Rookery. Its walls 
are redolent of filth and crime. 

Ite stairways are narrow, slimy and dark. 
The ceilings are black with coal-smoke and 
the receases filthy beyond 
is now owned by Mray Anne Leonard of 
New York, with J. E&. Kaime & Brother as 
agent. Under their direction Contractor 
Hartman is tearing the building down. 

Tho property fronts fifty feet on O’Fallon 
and 100 feet on Fifteenth, Its dark cellar 
boaats of a sub-cellar, wherein many a fu- 
gitive from justice has gafely bestowed him- 
eelf until the clouds rolled by. 

O;tficer Haggerty has paced the Rookery 
bea. for seven or eight vears. He knew the 
inmates better than any man in town, but 
he dare not enter the house after night 
without eeveral aids to keep him company, 
From the notorious outlaw “Midnight Bill 
down to skippy Rohan and Micky Mack, 
Criminals and thelr womankind thronged 
its squalid rooms or met there In secret 
conclave, 

Hight families were 1! the Rookery 
Thanksgiving morning, six them negroes, 
The old house contains forty-four rooma, 
but Officer Haggerty says it has frequently 
sheltered as many as 3 people tn a night, 
No family occu vied more than one room, 
unless by special permission of the inmates 
@nd as a conspicuous favor. 

“Dey’s nary ‘possum nor sweet ‘taters in 
’ dis,’ said old Jennie Miller, a fat negress 
who sat in an oecure corner of a dark room 
in the Rookery Thanksgiving Day. A bow- 
legged pickaninny, half clad, shivered with 
the cold and tthe rain beat in through the 
* paneless windows that were half filled with 
rags. 

“No, sah; I’se seen heap bettah days dan 
dis. But I'ee glad to leave dis old Rook’ry. 
Nuttin’ here but bad luck nohow, wid folks 
a-comin’' and. goin’ all times de night, a 
whoopin’ an’ a hollerin’ an’ ‘sturbin’ all de 
decent folks In de buildin’. 

“No, sah; didn’t stay heah ‘oause @ 
wanted to, you betcher life, honey. It was 
a case ud hatter. Nowhar else to go, But 
I gota place wid a lady fren’ an’ fore night 
.T ll be out o’ dis olé tummel-down.” 

A young and very black negro, who main- 
tained that h's mammy had forgotten to 
fame him, came in with a little tin bucket 
of beer, and the family sought comfort in 
the stale and bad-smelling liquld. 

In the down-pouring rain a dilapidated 
truck wagon stopped in front of The Roak- 
ery. Two hawkers stuck their heads into 

‘fan open doorway and shouted together: 

‘Tree heads Cablmge fur nickel!’’ 

They instantly disappeared and climbed 
onto their wagon, There they sat Giscon- 
Folately and repeated their refvein. looking 
curiously at the dismantled roof and the 
shingles covering the pavement.
